DX & Computer Horizons 


June 2007

Local DXers are recovering from a fun weekend at 
the Dayton Hamvention and from fighting the 
Scarborough Reef BS7H pileups. BS7H proved as 
difficult to contact for Midwestern DXers as had 
been feared. Poor propagation to our area, difficult 
conditions for putting up antennas on the four 
rocks, and huge pileups made it a daunting 
challenge to put this one in the log. Fortunately, a 
number of locals did manage to log a new DXCC 
entity. While at Dayton | had the opportunity to visit 
with Bob Vallio W6RGG, team leader of the BS7H 
effort. The group faced many challenges, including 
rough seas on the trip to Scarborough which 
resulted in the men getting thrown around the 
vessel and fighting seasickness, the difficulty in 
building and occupying small platforms constructed 
on the rocks, the hot and intense sun conditions, 
and huge pileups. They ended their operation with

IT’S TORNADO SEASON- ARE YOU PREPARED? 


April through June is tornado season across most 
of the United States. Although, tornado season 
does not have a set start and end date. If the 
conditions are right for a tornado, they can occur 
anytime throughout the year. Tornadoes, also 
known as twisters, usually move at about 15 to 30 
miles per hour towards the northeast and last from 
a few minutes to as long as eight hours. You may 
be asking: 


“How will | know if a tornado is approaching”? 


In the United States, the National Weather Service 
(NWS) issues tornado watches and warnings. A 
watch means that the conditions are conducive for 
a tornado to occur while a warning means that a 
tornado has occurred or is about to occur.
